The public does not. only care about the exact 
degree in which the Civil Lord of the Admiralty 
iz or is not mixed up in the last Paris plot: it 
requires that a Crown Minister should not not 
riously keep company with’a man who. for polis 
tical or any purposes, preaches the assassination 
of Kings, Emperors, public personages, or private 
individuals. It is all.the worse that the life of 
the Sovereing of the country which is now our 
nearest ally, a8 well as neighbour, is imperilled by 
those who too “ enthusiasticully” have learnt 
M. Marzini’s doctrines. And there can be but 
two alternatives which rise to the mind of English- 
men in the present jain(ul circumstances affecting 
one of the Premier's colfeagues—that ke should 
cither quit the Ministry, or abjure altogether 
the danzerous friend whom he appears to love, 
not wisely, but too well.’ However loftily Mr. 
Layard may pooh-pooh the charges of the Pro- 
cutatear-Imperial, and assure the House of Com- 
mons that tliey are below the regard of the Guverni- 
ment, and sre to be treated with the silence of 
coutempt, he will find no one out of Downing-streat 
to applaud such a dishonorable though -perhaps 
convenient course of conduct. If we have not 
heard from the Emperor of France upon the late 
ugly disclosures’ rest assured that we soon shall. 
in one way or the other. Audit would Lealt the 
more graceful, and more di-nified, and ia better 
accord with our frank English habits, if we took 
the initiative, not only in explanations, but with 
protest and assurance that neither our Govern- 
ment nor people sympathise with ar encourage 
M. Mazzini, “bis preaching or his prietice. 
though it be perfurmed by deputy, and not in his 
proper person, For what du we now find, in ad- 
dition to the ingenious excise about the * Theory 
of the Moral Dagger, ” which M.  Mazzini affers 
in reply to,or rather evasion of, the wreteled 
atnff quoted by M. Hennessy on Munday even- 
ing. M. Mazzini himself avers that M. Stans~ 
feld, “the Crown Minister, was one of the friends 
who consented to, receive M. Mazzini's corres- 
pondence, whatever its trenson to the European 
Sovercings with whom this cvuntry is-st amity. 
If thet alone is not implicati wn enough to dishonour

to be writtea only by Mazzini? The plain, honest- 
speaking English public wants no more sensation 
scenes in the House of Commons... ‘The cireums- 
tances, now. gradually being gathered together, 
fare much too grave to be shrouded in the vapid 
moral geveralisations about M. Mazaini and bis 
worth, the 17 years intimacy, und: the public 
obloquy, elc., which has for a long time attended 
the politival career of that notorious conspirator. 
Mr. Stanfeld, we repeat, must leave the Ministry, 
or forego at once and for ever, whilat hie is a serv- 
ant of the Crown, the intimacy and companionship 
of Mr..

ting Charles Albert. “* He had resolved to avenge 
the blood of his: brethren, and to tzach tyrants. 
once fer all, that guils was followed by expiation ; 
that he felt himself called to strike down in the 
person of Charles Albert the traitor of 1821 and 
‘the butcher of his brother.” M. Maazini objec- 
*-ted, but in language likely to add fuel to the fire 
of-a visionary. “Mf, Mazzini writes, ‘* [ snid that 
I thought Charles Albert deserving of his death. 
but thet his death would not suve Ltaly, that in 
order. to assume the minis:ry of expiation one 
should be free from everything. unworthy of, 
that mission ; that one should feel himself capable, 
alter accomplishing the act’ of folding his hands 
on his breast and géving himself up as a victim ; 
that in any case he would die in the attempt ; 
“thot:he would die branded by men as an assasin ; 
and so on, for a good white."’ Tho contersation 
vontinued, The fanutie repeated his avowed 
destiny, and, adds, M. Mazzini, “he ended by con- 
vincing me that ht was'one of those beings whose 
purposes arc a matter between their own conscion- 
ees and God, and whom Providence from time ta 
tine lots loose upon the earth., like Harmodius of 
yore, to teach’ despots that the limit of their power 
esta in the handgof one sing'eman!" Then M.Muz- 
zini gavethe wretched man a thousand francs, und 
away went Gallenga to his work. Ile got a pussport 
undera feigned name. He put himself in comma- 
nication with the “* Committee of Association 
at Turin, Through them.he procured a ticket 
specially admitting him toa long passage at the 
Court through which the King went to tho Royal 
Chapel. He did this tostudy the ground.’ After- 
wards Sciandra, a’ member of the committee, 
came to Mazzini to ask him fur arms,” and to 
notify the day of the attempt. ‘A poniard with 
a Iapiaelazulimhandle a-gift which I cherished 
much—was.on tho table. I pointed to. that, 
Scriandra took it,.and wentaway.” ‘The attempt 
wes frustrated; but what need is there to write 
another word ahout this unfortanate M, Maz- 
ini after this avowal from, his own pen? If 
.what he has written and: published since 
ware not of the -same horrible colour and dis+ 
eased reasoning this dread® story stampa him in 
quite cruel and marderous mould enoush, Bat, 
we repeat, it isnot M. Mazzini witn whom we 
are now called to deal. Perhaps his turn will 
come in the due course of things, crafty and 
powerful aa may be his supporters aut sympa- 
thisers. The Emperor of the French may or may 
not, in his desire to avoid wonnding onr national 
susceptibility, call the atteation ot our Foreign 
Office to facts that. even M. Layard would not be 
able to slur over with disdain. What wo are 
now urging is a pronipt and spontaneous remedy, 
for the grave scandal that» member of the Admi- 
nistration has avowed inthe House af Coumons 
that he is an intimate companion of one who. has 
proposed and countenaniced, as Mr. Disraeli grave- 
ly and formally showed, “ a system of organised 
Assassination." We do not wish that a Miaister 
of the Crown should be the bosom friend and 
“London agent” of one mixed up in plots, 
conspiracies, revolta, and secret murders af one 
ar many ¢rowned heads or subjects. Wodo not 
like to bear that M. Stanfeld bax been the frieud

The Russian Knout. 


We have recently heard of the public flogging 
of ladies in Warsaw with the Russian knout, and, 
as may are not aware of the natura of this means 
of torture, we publish the following descriptiun of 


sive handle, anda heavy leather lash about eight 
feet long. It resembled those tremendous whips 
with which the Cossacks of the Ukraine, when 
they-have brought a wolf to kay, can kill him at 
avingle blow. The lash. was - formed uf leather, 
curved sonstogive twosharpedgzes along its 
entire length, and sometimes bound -with wire 
thread, the end terminating ina ‘little iron hook- 
Ithad no handle, but one end was left supple, #0, 
that the executioner could wind icround his wrist’ 
‘At evory blow thesharp edges of the stiff curved 
Jash fell-on the oriminal’s,back, and cut bim 8° 
with cight yards of a plisut double-edged sworda 
The executioner. aubtle.in his cruelty, had learnt 
nut to roughly withdraw the lash, but to draw it 
toward him, so.as to ramave the long’ flaky bands 
of flesh. the hook heing devised with devilish in- 
genuity for this detestable purpose. The Jash was 
also purposely long, so that it lapped round tho 
body and cut deep into the chest at the snme tims 
that it destroyed the whole of the back. Indeed 
to tell you the frank truth, my dear sir. it. was 
well known that the executioner couldif he chosc, 
kill any man at one blow of the knout, by. lap- 
ping him round the lungs and heart; but, as the 
* Bourreau' was generally ; bribed, he seldom put‘ 
forth bis whele force. When'the knout was hon- 
catly used. the criminal if he survived the first 
blow, usually ited at the third, and died about 
tho fifth. A ukase of Peter the Grent fixed the 
mazimum of blows at 101 (we- Russians have a 
auperetitions respect forodd numbers); but whether 
the knout became heavier, or we became more 
effeminate, the 104 blowsa—which, of course, im- 
plied death, were never given in the Emperor 
Nicholas's time.’"—Jlid
